The chief sponsor of the bill 
that inclu ded the no-warning 
measu re. Sen. Thomas J. Dodd. 
D-C'onn.. said he su pported the 
prov ision, bu t wou ld not activ e­ 
ly defend it in debate 
Althou gh Dodd .said he didn’t 
think the no-warning m easu re 
was dangerou s to basic constitu - 
tioniil rights, he indicated he did 
not want the entire bill, aimed 
at cu rbing illicit trafficking in 
niircotics, to flou nder ov er the 
prov ision. 
Howev er. 
Erv in, a form er 
ju dge on his state’s Su preme 
Cou rt, left no dou bts abou t his 
feeUngs. 
“This section permits federal 
narcotics agents to act Uke bu r­ 
glars and enter a hou se by 
stealth or by force.” Erv in told 
the Senate in earUer debate. 
Bu t Dodd, in a statem ent re­ 
flecting 
Ju stic 
Departm ent 
thinking on the su bject, said the 
prov ision "shou ld not be consid­ 
ered part of a telev ision script 
that conju res . u p v isions of 
kicked-in doors, sinister police 
inv ading residences in the dark 
of night and other aparitions 
characteristic of a police state.” 
“The only cases where a no­ 
knock warrant may be ju dicial­ 
ly au thorized is when notice of 
au thority and pu rpose wou ld ei­ 
ther lead to the destru ction of 
the ev idence sou ght or place the 
officers ex ecu ting the warrant 
in danger of bodily harm .” he 
said. 
Erv in, in introdu cing—with 
nine other Ju diciary Committee 
m em bers—an am endm ent to 
eliminate the no-knock prov i­ 
sion. said he believ ed the right 
to priv acy was indeed in jeop­ 
ardy 


He said the bill requ ires fed­ 
eral agents “ to swear to facts 
that are false at the tim e they 
are sworn to—that the hou se­ 
holder will destroy the su spect­ 
ed narcotics before the agent 
gets in ” 


The Dodd bill generally calls 
also for a sweeping ov erhau l of 
the penalty sy stem for dru g 
abu se with stern penalties pro­ 
v ided for professional dealers in 
hard dru gs and lesser sentences 
for persons conv icted of simple 
possession of mariju ana.

Nixon Welfare Program

WASHINGTON (AF) - An 
18 -month-old ex periment u sing 
the basic principles of President 
Nix on's welfare reform propos­ 
als indicates the administration 
idea can work, say s the test di­ 
rector. 
Acknowledging the ev idence 
still IS scanty , economist Harold 
W Watts said nev ertheless “ the 
direction of the administration 
program is good ’ 
Watts, head of the Institu te 
for Research on Pov erty at the 
Univ ersity of WLsconsin. said in 
a telephone interv iew the ex per­ 
iment is designed to determ ine 
how working people not earning 
enou gh to su pport their families 
behav e when giv en su pplemen­ 
tary fu nds.

WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
scribing the giant C5 transport 
plane as “ u nsafe at any load. ” 
Sen. William Prox mire, D-Wis., 
said today the Air Force shou ld 
grou nd all 10 of the airplanes 
now in its fleet and refu se to ac­ 
cept any more. 
“ The decision by the Air 
Force to accept and fly defec­ 
tiv e C5s is deplorable and scan­ 
dalou s,” Prox m ire said in a 
speech prepared for the Senate. 
All 10 of the hu ge airplanes 
deliv ered to the Air Force were 
grou nded briefly after the dis­ 
cov ery on Jan. 16 of a large 
crack in the wing of one plane 
at the Lockheed Aircraft Corp., 
at Marietta. Ga. 
Eight of the ju m bo transports 
w ere later cleared to fly again. 
Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
chairm an of the Armed Serv ices 
Committee, already has ordered 
a staff inv estigation cov ering 
the stru ctu ral sou ndness of the 
planes. Stennis said Congress 
shou ld hav e an assu rance that 
the plane is safe and can meet 
perform ance standards before 
any big new appropriations are 
approv ed.

Let s take a little longer look 
at the disintegration of the pow­ 
er structure ^ n Karl R Black 
well. D-Hillsboro. built in the 
Missouri Senate 
Blackwell was ousted last 
Tuesday as president pro tern 
and replaced by Sen .1 F' f’at 
terson. 
D Caruthersville. 
a 
member of the Senate since 
1931 and chairman of the Appro­ 
priations ('ommittee since I960. 
Blackwell has been in the 
Senate 10 years and often dur­ 
ing that time has been the cen­ 
ter of controversy He is proud 
of the fad that 
I'm totally un­ 
predictable and uncontrollable 
That might be interpreted to 
mean more will be heard from 
him in the future Not even his 
closest associates always knew 
what he was going to do next 
They didn’t know for example 
that he would not -how up for 
the end of his reign last Tues­ 
day 
He IS an impetuous and inde­ 
pendent man 
And he has a 
quick temper, as shown many 
times on the Senate floor 
When the Democratic caucus 
selected him as president pro 
tern in the fall of 1968. he won 
by a comfortable margin He 
had welded together a combin­ 
ation 
of 
rebellious ‘ Young 
Turks" and others who believed 
he would fight to keep the leg­ 
islative and executive branches 
clearly separated 


Sen. Etrl Blackwell 


He 
kept 
harping on that 
theme He said that was the 
main reason he changed the 
rules to diminish the power of 
Lt ilov William S Morris and 
concentrate it in the office of 
president pro tern 


Whenever he wished, he took 
over the job of presiding officer 
from Morris, ruled on points of 
order and other parliamentary 
questions and maintained ab­ 
solute control over Senate com­ 
mittees 


At one time (lov Warren H 
Hearnes called him the most 
powerful man in state govern­ 
ment btx’ause he could control 
the fate of any bill 
as he did 
so long in defeating any at­ 
tempt to pass an income tax in­ 
crease 


When one finally did pass in 
i^tem ber, he organized a drive 
to get the issue on the ballot 
as a referendum question and 
that, probably, will be voted on 
in April That's when Blackwell 
expet’ts the people to go along 
with his position 
Would this make him a can- 
dtate for governor in 1972'’ 
It 
might 
Blackwell has said he would 
like to be a one-term governor 
but that he would run only on 
his own terms without any com­ 
mitments to anyone It’s hard 
to get financial backing on that 
basis 
He ran for lieutenant gover­ 
nor in 1968 but stepped out of 
the race because he said he 
couldn't afford a long, expen­ 
sive campaign 
Political observers have spei’- 
ulated that Blackwell’s feud 
with the governor arose at least 
in part from the fact that Hear­ 
nes’ private choice for lieuten­ 
ant governor was Morris 
Blackwell is a complex man. 
a brilliant speaker and a high­ 
ly successful attorney. What, 
then, crumbled his Senate em­ 
pire'’ 


In the first place, he’s a 
tough guy. He told the Senate 
last Monday he wasn’t afraid of 
anything in the world. 


That was the day he presid­ 
ed and rode rough shod over 
every attempt to bring up any- 


thing that might bear on his 
ouster It was as if he was back 
again in Kurope as a World 
War II tank driver and gunner, 
mowing down everything in his 
path 
But apparently he overplayed 
his hand. One knowledgeable 
Republican who has been in the 
legislature a long time said he 
thought the turning point came 
when "Blackwell refused to 
entertain a motion to suspend 
the rules so Sen A Basey Van- 
landingham could present a 
motion - something unheard of 
in the Senate 
Of course it wasn’t the first 
precedent Blackwell had brok­ 
en 
Precedent 
and tradition 
went out the window during the 
year of Blackwell’s reign Old- 
timers

the 
Senate were 
shocked and appalled at .some 
of the things that went on and 
weren’t hesitant to say .so. on 
the floor and off 
Eventually, the power Black- 
well wielded so unpredictably 
alienated enough senators so 
that 27 of them voted to replace 
him as president pro tern with 
the more conservative and con­ 
formist Patterson 


Only five of Blackwell s form­ 
er "Young Turks ” stuek with 
him to the end. 


To put it simply, time just 
ran out on the man who had 
turned the once dignified Senate 
upside down for a full year

MOSCOW 
(AP) - With a 
homemade antenna, the Rus­ 
sian tuned his radio through the 
jamming until he heard a famil­

Doodle Dandy" 
"Ah.■’ he said, “(iolos Ameri- 
ki " The Voice of America 
Small victories like this have 
stirred so much Kremlin con­ 
cern that the Soviet press this 
month launched a new cam­ 
paign charging Voice of Ameri­ 
ca uses “lies, deceit, blackmail 
and slander" A cartoon showed 
a snake WTapped around a mi­ 
crophone. with the caption 
“ Radio-activity" 
Despite the warnings and the 
jamming, the VO.A s nightly mix­ 
ture ot news. jazz, pop music 
and features gets through to 
thousands 
The costly jamming, resumed 
in .August 1968 during the inva­ 
sion of Czechoslovakia, is most 
effective 
only 
against 
the 
strongest of 26 VGA frequencies 
beamed here Use of special an­ 
tennas and grounding the radio 
to a radiator help Russians pull 
in the weaker, unjammed sig­ 
nals .Another trick is to rewire 
the radio to expand the number 
of stations it can receive 
Starting last year. Soviet fac­ 
tories stopped making short­ 
wave sets that can rec'eive the 
13-and 19-meter bands. 
“ So I just built in my own 13- 
meter band." says one Russian 
with some knowledge of elec­ 
tronics. “Last .July, when they 
were jamming espei'ially hard. 
I was able to tune in the Voice's 
report of the Americans landing 
on the moon 
The VO.A IS trving to break 
through the jamming with new 
transmitters 
boasting 
three 
times more power tha before 
Deputy Director Henry Loom­ 
is of the U S Information Agen­ 
cy was in Moscow last month 


and supposedly asked Soviet of­ 
ficials to stop jamming He re­ 
portedly argued that VGA news 
and commentary programs are 
evenhanded and lack their pre­ 
vious cold-war tone 
Apparently Moscow's answer 
was "nyet ". for the angry, pul­ 
sating buzz of the jamming con­ 
tinues 
VGA tells of matters Moscow 
wants to hush up—protest dem­ 
onstrations here and criticisms 
of Soviet policy by Communists 
abroad 
Gne Western diplomat com­ 
mented: 
"They 
resent 
the 
VGA’s breaking their internal 
news monopoly." 
Russians report that the jam­ 
ming IS concentrated in big cit­ 
ies such as .Moscow and Lenin­ 
grad. and that VGA comes in 
loud and clear in the suburbs 
and vast rural areas. Georgians 
and Armenians, in the south, 
can get VGA without any jam­ 
ming. 
The VGA has one-hour broad­ 
casts each night in the minority 
languages of these and four oth­ 
er Soviet areas. But the biggest 
effort IS in the Russian-language 
service totaling 11 hours daily. 
V G A s 
English-language 
broadcasts have never been 
jammed. Many Russians who 
learned English in school are 
believed to listen at least occa­ 
sionally. Gthers tune in this 
English-language service for its 
music. The most popular is 
"Music U S A . " a late-night 
program that includes 45 min­ 
utes of jazz. Its disc jockey, Wil­ 
lis Conover, is well known here. 
When he visited Russia last July 
during a film festival he stirred 
almost as much interest as the 
film stars. 
His program is tape-recorded 
by budding Soviet musicians 
who want to learn from the jazz 
greats. In remote Alma Ata. 


near the Chinese border in Cen­ 
tral Asia, one Russian youth 
was heard in a cafe playing a 
TheloniousMonk composition he 
had learned this way. 


Some of Moscow’s own radio 
programs have adopted a ligh­ 
ter tone, apparently to appeal to 
the more youthful listeners of

Building Industry Faces 
New Decade Uncertainly

NEW YORK (AP) - Is the 
construction industry mired in 
trouble or is it an enterprise 
modernizing itself to participate 
in the great building boom ex­ 
pected during the 1970s*’ 
The answer may depend upon 
your point of view, because both 
aspects of the question are now- 
visible. 
The WOTSt is described in a 
new study by the National In­ 
dustrial Conference Board that 
shows the industry is growing at 
a rate of only 2 per cent a year 
while the economy has been ex­ 
panding at a 4.5 per cent rate 
The significance of such slug­ 
gishness is that the nation de­ 
pends on this industry for re- 
huildii^ the cities as well as 
providing new homes, schools, 
hospitals, roads, sewers, reser­ 
voirs, shopping centers 


It is. in other words, the in­

Tots' Clothes 
M a y Be Mode 
Less Burnable

sive new building demands ever 
made 
While great hopes are held out 
for the industrv’. the NICB study 
shows that it is presently being 
strangled by soaring costs, re­ 
strictive building codes and la­ 
bor union practices and a lack 
of large, efficient companies. 
These problems can be trans­ 
lated into higher costs. Since 
1958 construction prices have 
jumped 40 per cent, meaning 
that a builder who budgeted 
$750,000 12 years ago now needs 
to budget $1 million plus at a 
time when money is less and 
less available. 
Some of the finest building 
products available, mainly inno­ 
vations brought to market in the 
past decade or so. are denied 
usage, primarily because of old 
fashion building codes As a re­ 
sult. 
efficiencies 
often 
are 
sought elsewhere, resulting in a 
reduction of quality. 
Wages have soared in this in­ 
dustry but productivity hasn’t. 
While output was increasing re­ 
cently at an average of 3.6 per 
cent a year in the private econo­ 
my as a whole, it was rising by 
only 2 5 per cent in contract 
construction 
This may not be the fault of 
workers alone, because this is 
an industry that still has not 
learned to operate effectively 
throughout the year. F'rom No­ 
vember through March many 
Northern state projects come 
nearly to a halt 
One of the biggest failures of 
the industry, one shared equally 
with government, is the absence 
of sound ways to channel money 
into the industry at times of 
great need Because of tight 
money, an industry that is sup­ 
posed to produce an average of 
2 5 million housing units a year 
is. instead, producing about half 
that number 
The NICB study blames much 
of the inefficiency on a lack of 
large firms. By tradition, this 
has been an industry of many 
small, local contractors who. 
because of their inability to buy 
in volume, must pay premium 
prices 
In retent years, the study 
notes, about 870.(X)0 firms parti­ 
cipated in the industry, but 
most were far too small to take 
advantage of volume purchases 
or to conduct research into bet­ 
ter materials and methods. 
There are some indications 
now that change is coming to 
this industry The small builder 
is being squeezed out He will 
continue to erect houses, but 
mere and more often as an 
agent for a factory home build­ 
er. “ On-site” construction is 
likely to become rarer

Soviet-China Showdown

UNITED NATIONS, N Y 
As relations between 
Russia and Red China continue to deteriorate, the 
rival Communi.st leaders arc beginning to edge in 
the direction of capitali.st America 
The Russians have long been hinting that in a war 
with China they would have the back ing of the 
United States They even exploited the secret talk s 
with the Nixon administration on .strategic arms 
limitation to frighten their Pek ing enemies with 
“ encirclement " by the two major nuclear nations 
But the (’hiñ ese seem to have reached the 
conclusion that Soviet imperialism is a greater 
threat 
to 
their 
independence 
than 
American 
capitalism. 
• Their sudden willingness to resume diplomatic 
contact with the United States stems directly from 
the explosive tensions developing between Moscow 
and Pek ing 
Now it IS the Kremlin’s uneasy rulers who 
complain about an American-Chinese “ alliance 
again.st Russia 
Ironically, if war between the Red giants is 
ultimately avoided it will be because the United 
States 
long castigated by Marxist-Linimsts as an 
imperialist nation 
decided to stay neutral in their 
quarrel 
For President Nixon made it clear that the United 
States will not become Russia’s ally against China or 
China s ally against Ru.ssia 
That this 
IS a realistic policy is now conceded even 
by 
Russia-oriented 
diplomats 
in 
the 
State 
Department They are also increasingly worried that 
the Ru.ssians’ obsession with Mao 'T.se-tung may 
prompt them to initiate military moves against 
China that could imperil world peace 
According to Western intelligence. Moscow’s 
China experts and generals are convinced that 
Ru.ssia’s relations with Pek ing can only grow worse 
In their view, even the younger generation of 
Chinese leaders has been mltxted with Mao’s 
hatred for Russia 
They thus favor a major military strik e against 
Pek ing in order to oust Mao and replace him with 
pro-Ru.ssian puppets lik e Wang Ming, once a top 
C’hinese Communist who has lived in Moscow for 
many years 
When 
F'rance’s 
Foreign 
.Minister 
Maurice 
Schumann rcn ently visited Ru.ssia he was startled bv 
the Kremlin’s highly undiplomatic rt*quest for 
setting up a French-Ru.ssian “ information pool" on 
Red China 
He was even more a.stonished when the Russians 
ask ed him to intercede with other Western nations to 
join the organization designed to spread anti-Pek ing 
propaganda. 
The 
Kremlin 
leaders 
insisted 
in 
their 
conversations 
with 
Schumann 
that 
Mao 
was 
"another Hitler" and that they expwted the Chinese 
to attack Ru.ssia. Even the time was given 
the 
first half of 1970 
Since It is the traditional policy of the Russians to 
accuse others of the aggression they are about to 
commit themselves, the ine.scapable conclusion is 
that 
the 
Red 
army 
must 
be considering 
a 
preemptive strik e - po.ssibly at the Chmt‘se nuclear 
testing ground m Sink iang 
This is obviously the fear of Pek ing’s leaders-*vho 
are reported to be tak ing concrete steps for a long 
war. including intensified training of guerrilla units 
The Chinese do not expect a quick or ea.sy Soviet 
victory despite Russia’s overwhelming nuclear 
superiority. They have often been quoted as stating 
that half of their population of more than 700 million 
would survive a nuclear war 
This was stressed again by Premier (’hou En-lai in 
a conversation with a Western diplomat Chou is 
reported to have said 
"If there was a war it would not matter all that 
much to the Chinese, who could lose half their 
population and yet remain the greatest nation in the 
w orld.” 


Optim istic Speech 


ByCYRENEDEAR 
WASHINGTON. D C. — Representative William 
J Randall, in commenting about President Nixon’s 
State of the Union speech, said. 
"It was an 
optimistic speech and I agree wholeheartedly with 
the three great issues which must be dealt with 
immediately — crime, inflation and Vietnam. I also 
agree with the (iuam doctrine, which means that we 
shall be faithful to our treaty commitments but we 
shall reduce our involvement and our presence in 
other nations’ affairs” 
Mr. 
Randall 
was impressed with what the 
President did not say. While Mr. Nixon condemned 
the deficit and the spending of the sixties, he did not 
mention the fact that in the 8 years of the 
Eisenhower administration 
as much money was 
spent as on all federal expenditures from the start of 
the country in 178 7 up to the beginning of the 
Republican regime in 1952. 
The Congressman prophesied that the President 
will split his own party on the welfare issue, because 
even the Republicans are not going to go for the 
guaranteed income proposal He added that such 
general statements as equality in voting rights, equal 
employment opportunities and new chances for 
expanded ownership were all presented under the 
poverty 
program 
by Presidents Kennedy and 
Johnson and some of them, lik e the Head Start 
program and the Job Corps training centers, work ed 
so well that the NLxon administration incorporated 
them into the Department of Labor. 
On 
the 
matter 
of 
crime 
in 
this 
country 
Representative Randall said. 
"I would go even 
further than the President. Instead of the 200 
million dollars he wants in order to improve our law 
enforcement agencies on the local level I would 
mak e it 500 million and begin this immediately. The 
long range improvement of crime control will tak e 
billions but we must start at once. If the Judiciary 
Committee drags its feet on the crime proposals. 1 
pledge myself to initiate a measure because I am 
convinced that the cost of crime itself is many times 
more than the cost of crime control. " 
"I agree firmly with the President on what he said 
about rural America, because 1 represent rural 
America. ” said the Missourian from the 4th District 
“Rural America is pouring its people into cities, 
which only increases the ghettoes We must improve 
our small towns, build small new cities which will 
bring employment and opportunities which will 
satisfy the people in the rural neighborhood I also 
agree with him on solving our pollution problems It 
is true that we must treat our natural resources as 
scarce resources and provide the money to preserve 
them before they are lost. ” 
Mr. Randall lik ed the rhetoric of the speech and 
was inspired by the President’s broad general 
statements about peace, the American dream and 
the history of our roots and strength, and his final 
statement that our forefathers had the vision but we 
have the means to mak e the vision reality.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
government panel says safety 
no longer requires federal in­ 
spectors to reject chickens con­ 
taining cancer viruses. 
The panel has recommended 
a change in poultry inspection 
standards to limit condemnation 
to chickens that might look dis­ 
gusting. 
Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials say the basis for the re­ 
commendation is the failure of 
recent experiments to show 
poultry cancer viruses present 
any danger to humans. 
Department 
officials 
are 
awaiting an opinion from the 
surgeon general before making 
any decision on the recommen­ 
dation of eight veterinarians 
and animal disease specialists. 
The panel's report involves 
two forms of poultry viruses— 
avian leukosis and Marek's dis­ 
ease—usually lumped together 
as leukosis. 
Virtually all birds harbor the 
virus in differing degrees. When 
the virus gets out of control, 
birds become diseased. Some 
die. Those which survive often 
develop lesions and tumors as 
an after-effect. 
Traditionally, inspectors ac­ 
cept the tumors as evidence of 
excess virus and rejec't the 
chicken. 
Under 
the 
proposed 
new 
standard, only chickens whose 
internal organs showed the dis­ 
ease was active would be con­ 
sidered unsafe for humans 
A bird with tumors on one 
wing, for instance, is now con­ 
sidered unsafe. But the new rec­ 
ommendation says it would be 
safe to cut off the wing and use 
it in such products as hot dogs 
while selling the rest of the bird 
as cut up chicken. 
Leukosis is the major cause 
for rejection of frying chickens 
by federal inspectors. Of the 176 
million fryers slaughtered under
